An impression is being made by the promi­ 
nence of big-business influence in the Eisen­ 
hower organization that business and govern­ 
ment have not been on speaking term s in re­ 
cent years. 
The president of the U.S. Chamber of Com­ 
merce says, however, that the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration is going to give business an op­ 
portunity to prove “ free enterprise functions 
best for the whole people when it is not fet­ 
tered by government controls.” That is closer to 
the truth. 
Business has been saving the political bacon 
ever since businessmen became the butt of a 
campaign of slander and libel by New Dealers. 
Business has created and distributed the wealth 
which produced the taxes that gave the politi­ 
cians the money to spend and spend and elect 
and elect. 
It made the United States the arsenal and the 
breadbasket of democracy. It averted a post­ 
war collapse. Its most capable exponents have 
gone to Washington innumerable times to serve 
their government, even when it meant working 
cheek by jowl with socialists 
and, on 
some 
occasions, Communists. 
Business refused to lose the battle of public 
opinion by default. 
There is nothing new about the role of work­ 
horse and rescue-squad for American business. 
Only the top billing is new—and long overdue. 


Two Platoons, One Purse 


Now that it has happened, ifs a wonder the 
National Collegiate Athletic Association kept the 
two-platoon system in football as long as it did. 
The problem was financial. Both platoons had 
to be paid for out of the same pocketbook. 
Any college competing under this system of 
offensive and defensive specialists had to sup­ 
port two complete teams, plus replacements. 
Only the largest ones could afford it. Small 
schools never had a chance. 
True, it improved the game, from a coach­ 
ing viewpoint- 
Players could be used only for 
the things they did best. They did not play part 
of the second half in a state of exhaustion. 
There was a higher premium on coaching abil­ 
ity, because virtually every play was called by 
the coach. 
But it took money — so 
much 
money it 
forced many colleges to give up football en­ 
tirely or so nearly that no coach would want 
to preside over the remnant. That was the basis 
for the NCAA decision — that the rule perm it­ 
ting unlimited substitution was ruining football 
as an organized sport. 
Henceforth, the professionals will have sole 
rights to the two-platoon system, unless they 
too decide the financial problem is too tough 
to handle. The collegians and high-school play­ 
ers will go back to the era of limited sub­ 
stitutions. 


Nothing Personal 


Even though Wayne Morse of Oregon is a hard 
man to like in politics, there’s nothing personal 
about the jam he’s in over changing his politics 
in the presidential election. 
He was ro-clected to the U.S. Senate In 1950 
as a Republican. He had been nominated as a 
Republican. He took his Senate seat as a Repub­ 
lican. Though he talked 
and 
voted 
like 
a 
Fair Dealer, he did not become one officially 
until he said during the presidential camnaign 
he was resigning from the Republican party. 
After Eisenhower had won, Morse repeated 
that he no longer considered himself to be a 
Republican: he refused to congratulate Eisen­ 
hower and congratulated Truman and Steven­ 
son, instead. 
On subsequent occasions, Morse 
has said he docs not want to be indentified 
in any way with the Republicans, even though 
he still would like to draw the same committee 
assignments he’d be entitled to hold as a mem­ 
ber of the party. 
There is no provision for a Wayne Morse in 
the two-party system. There is nothing for a 
man without a part to do in the Senate setup 
which makes legisation possible. Oregon, to 
all purposes, has lost the services of one of 
its two United States senators. 
When Morse resigned from the party which 
elected him, he should have resigned from the 
position to which he had been elected.

lot has been accomplished in Mo­ 
rocco.

The issue is whether they have 
been wastefully built and if any­ 
one is culpable. When ordered, the

to the defenses. Rush jobs always 
are badly planned and cost lots 
of money. If any error is involved, 
it is in the rush factor. Also a 
factor is the usual military method 
of constantly changing plans with­ 
out regard to a contractor’s costs 
in such changes. 


MR. RILEY made the point in 
his report: 
“Where one year before there 
had been nothing, there existed at 
two locations in Morocco at the 
time these hearings began in April 
1952, usable air bases and there 
wras in the process of establish­ 
ment an important link in the de­ 
fense of the West.

NEW YORK 
More babies were born in the 
United States during 1952 than in 
any previous year in the nation’s 
history. Metropolitan Life Insur­ 
ance Company statisticians report. 
The total is estimated at 3,875.000. 
The year’s birthrate was approx­ 
imately 25 per 1,000 population. 
The past year was the sixth in 
succession in which the number 
of births exceeded 3.500.000. 
The maintenance of the birthrate 
at the current high level is des­ 
cribed by t h e 
statisticians 
as 
“rather unexpected.” in view of 
a decline since 1946 in the m ar­ 
riage rate. 
“ Last year’s record reflects a 
large number of second, third and 
fourth children born of post-World 
War II m arriages,” the 
statisti­ 
cians comment. 
The babies born in 1952 w’ere 
blessed wuth a good start rn life it 
was observed. 
“ Infant mortality’ was probably 
the lowest 
ever experienced 
in 
any year,” the statisticians point 
out. “The infant mortality rate was 
a little over 28 per 1,000 live births 
in 1952, the third successive year 
in which the rate has been less 
than 30.

Gamma globulin, which has pos­ 
sibilities for temporary protection 
against polio paralysis, is not the

The meeting will bring to a cli­ 
max a series of discussions on the

It was learned by the Associated 
Press that whatever plan is recom­ 
mended by the NRC — a quasi- 
governmental agency — the direct 
allocation of supplies of gamma 
globulin to individual recipients 
I will be the responsibility of health 
officers of the various states.

In the case of the 300 fake bal­ 
lots. the names of 12 persons, some 
not even members of the associa­ 
tion, were alternated in place of 
the original IO. No names were 
written outside the envelopes. 
The association secretary said he 
had no idea what was behind the 
ballot scheme. The ballots were 
mailed in from at least six differ­ 
ent places, many apparently at the 
same time. He mentioned Colum­ 
bus, Mansfield and Lynchburg as 
three of the cities.

Enters Campaign 


On June 4, 1952, in a rain and wind storm that swept 
Abilene, Kan., Dwight D. Eisenhower made the first 
political speech of his life. 
A month later, he faced a bitter struggle against 
Sen. Robert A. Taft of Ohio for the Republican presi­ 
dential nomination. Taft had a long lead in pledged 
delegates. Most of the convention officials and speak­ 
ers were pro-Taft. 
But suddenly a dram atic floor fight erupted in Chi­ 
cago in full view of millions of television spectators. 
The Eisenhower camp charged the Taft people had 
“ stolen” some Dixie delegates. Taftites charged that 
Ike’s followers had packed state GOP conventions in 
the south with Democrats. 
The balloting began Friday, July ll. The lead see­ 
sawed until Michigan put Ike ahead. The roll call 
ended with the general holding 595 votes. Taft. 500. 


Wins Election 


Ike was still short nine votes for a majority. 
Suddenly the convention tensed as Minnesota shout­ 
ed for recognition. “Minnesota wishes to change its 
votes for Eisenhower,” a voice cried from the floor. 
That did it. In the stampede that followed the man 
from Abilene ended up the first-ballot choice of the 
Republicans for president. 
Still a political novice. Eisenhower now squared off 
in the campaign against one of the most talented politi­ 
cal orators in many years—Adlai E. Stevenson. 
American politics, which had seen much, had never 
seen anything quite like the campaign the two candi­ 
dates waged. It was easily the most strenuous, cover­ 
ed the most ground and reached the most people. 
Also, it was one of the bitterest. 
Rut on Nov. 4. Eisenhower was an easy winner.

Smashing 20 years of Democratic rule, he won the 
greatest popular vote in history-*33.000.000 to Steven­ 
son's 26.000.000 He won with 442 electoral votes, and 
lost only 89.

Eisenhower, who a little more than a decade ago fear­ 
ed he might appear “conceited” in asking for a regi­ 
mental command, was now getting ready to preside 
over the destiny of 156.000.000 people.

Jury Resumes 
Deliberations 
In Red Trial 


Unable To Agree On 
Communists’ Fate In 
7V2 Hours Thursday 


NEW YORK OB—The jury pon­ 
dering the fate of 13 second-string 
U. S. Communist party 
leaders 
charged with conspiracy had key 
documents sent in for further study 
today after it failed to agree in 
7Vz hours. 
Before they were sent to a hotel 
for the night, the jurors asked that 
several documents used as 
evi­ 
dence be ready for their examina­ 
tion when they reconvened. 
The deliberate pace of the jurors 
was in keeping with the tone of 
the whole conspiracy trial. They 
got the case yesterday after 8*6 
months of testimony and 
argu­ 
ments. 
Turning the case over to 
the 
jury, Federal Judge Edward 
J 
Dimock 
warned 
in 
a 
two-hour 
charge: 
“Ideas are not crim es.” 
He said Communist party mem­ 
bership was not an issue, and ad­ 
ded that the 13 were not charged 
with actually advocating overthrow 
of the U. S. government by force. 
What the prosecution must have 
proved, the judge went on, was 
that they “conspired with 
each 
other and with others” to teach 
and advocate violent overthrow of 
the government—as charged. Con­ 
viction carries a possible maxi­ 
mum penalty of five years in pris­ 
on and a $10,000 fine. 
The 
defendants—»10 
men 
and 
three women—took over the reins 
of the Commu^jst party after the 
conviction of l l top Reds in 1949 
on the same conspiracy charges. 
They held positions ranging from 
national committee posts to local 
chairmanships in the party. 
The 13 were indicted June 20, 
1951, under the 13-year-old Smith 
Act. 
Eight other top Communists also 
were indicted.
